ETHICS CODE VIOLATIONS 


Dr. M. Armen Bahador, 6032 Lincoln 
Avenue, was suspended for six months 
December 16, 1958, for insertion of an 
article in the October 6, 1958 issue of 
The Villager and the insertion of an ar- 
ticle with pictures in the November 6, 
1958 issue of The Villager. This is a vio- 
lation of the Code of Ethics under Ad- 
vertising, Sec. 2, Interpretation (4) “It 
shall be considered unethical for a mem- 
her of this Society to circularize the pub- 
lic by card, poster, handbill, telegraph, 
telephone, radio, television or newspaper, 
etc., or any kind of printed or written 
matter, or any device, that is obviously a 
solicitation for patronage and a subter- 
fuge for advertising.” 

Dr. Nicholas Polito, 10003 W. 143rd 
Street, Orland Park, was censured on 
January 20, 1959 for violation of the 
Code of Ethics under Advertising, Sec. 2, 
consisting of the insertion of an article in 
the October 30, 1958 issue of the Palos 
Regional. 

Dr. Oskar M. Scheffler, 2800 Milwau- 
kee Avenue, was suspended for six 
months January 20, 1959, for violation of 
the Code of Ethics under Advertising, 
Sec. 2, consisting of insertion of an an- 
nouncement of the opening of his office 
in the November 13, 1958 issue of the 
Booster.
